The numerous friends of Sir James 
O'Grady, the popular Irish Governor of the 
Falkland Islands, will be pleased to learn 
that he expects to be about soon ‘again. 
He is at present laid up in a London nurs- 
ing home. 

Sir James has had an eventful and 
varied career. He was President of the 
Trade Union Congress in 1898, and Labour 
M.P. for East Leeds from 1906 to 1924. 
During the War he was on various Govern- 
ment Missions with British, American, 
french and Russian troops ; and for a time 
he was a Captain attached to the Munster 
Fusiliers. From 1924 to 1930 he held the 
Governorship of Tasmania—<Australia’s 
island State. Since then he has occupied a 
similar position at Port Stanley, the tiny 


There are over one hundred islands in 
this little-known and sparsely-populated 
sroup, the inhabitants of which make a 
living mainly at sheep-raising and sealing. 
The land there is very poor, and much of 
it consists of marshy peat bogs. Sir James 
does most of his rounds by boat and on 
horseback. The area he controls actually 
vomprises three million square miles of 
land and sea. The island of South Georgia, 
eight hundred miles south of Port Stanley, 
is included in the Dependencies. It is the 
ventre of the Antarctic whaling industry. 
Most of the other Falkland Dependencies 
lie in Antarctica. They are chiefly unin- 
habited, as they lie amid eternal snow and 
ice. Whalers and sealers, however, make 
periodical trips there. There is said to be 
a huge coal field in this tract, but owing 
to severe climatic conditions it is not 
likely to be developed.

POOR PRICES. 


HIGH YIELD OF 
EXCELLENT FRUIT. |

ROM Westmeath westward, as in other 
parts of the country, many farmers 
were putting the finishing touches to 

the cereal harvest yesterday. It was too 
good an opportunity to be missed, and thus 
many hands were engaged in completing the 
work while the sun shone and the day w 
long. 

In County Galway the wheat crop has been 
rown somewhat more largely than last year, 
Sut the increased acreage is smaller than 
might have been expected, especially in areas 
where wheat has been grown consistently 
year after year for home consumption. In 
certain districts a red hard spring wheat has 
been grown with marked success, and efforts 
are being mace to extend the cultivation of 
this. Oats have been grown on a larger scale 
than hitherto and the yield promises to be 
heavy, but the outlook as regards prices 1s 
discouraging and farmers are saying: ' We 
have the crops if we could only get anyone 
to buy them.” Samples of the grain, root 
and potato crops grown in County Galway 
were in evidence at Athenry Show yesterday, 
and afforded a striking example of what that 
county can produce, 


ROSCOMMON FRUIT. 


The harvest in County Roscommon this 
year is also a good one. . 

An Irish Times reporter yesterday discussed 
the question with Mr. P. 8. Colgan, B.Sc., 
instructor in agriculture for the county. 
“ The 1933 yield of grain,” said Mr. Colgan, 
“will be somewhat beyond the average, but, 
due to very early ripening, the grain in some 
places did not ‘fill’ very well. In general, 
winter-sown wheat is specially good and was 
harvested under ideal conditions. There is 
an increase of area from 150 acres under 
wheat last year to 1,200 this year in this 
county.”’ 

‘‘Generally speaking,” continued Mr, Col. 
gan, “the potato crop is good, though there 
are a few complaints of blackening, due to 
blight, in some districts.”’ 

Our representative then heard about the 
important fruit crop which is harvested yearly 
in Roscommon, from the County Horticultural 
Instructor, Mr. George Vennard 

‘**'Though gooseberries, black currants and 
bush fruit are grown in the county, well over 
ninety per cent. of the fruit we grow consists 
of apples,” said Mr. Vennard; ‘‘ and we pro- 
duce the best cooking apples in Ireland. These 
cooking apples cannot be grown with profit 
on a small scale, owing to the costs and diffi- 
culties of transport, but Roscommon farmers 
are now growing them on a really commercial 
scale, which is certain to prove profitable. 
Our fruit crop is particularly satisfactory this 
year,” Mr. Vennard stated, and his remark 
seemed to be well supported by the horticul- 
tural stand at Boyle Show, where a variety of 
good-looking and unusually large apples re- 
presented the county’s crop. 

The Instructor also mentioned that new 
varieties were introdu xed for experiment under 
local conditions, and the farmers, not only of 
Roscommon, but of the neighbouring Sligo 
and Leitrim, appeared increasingly willing to 
enlarge and improve their apple crop. 

“We are being offered four shillings per 
barrel for oats, and it costs us sixteen shillings 
per barrel to grow,” said a County Longford 
farmer to an Z/rish Times reporter yester- 
day. Both grain and root crops were abundant 
this year, he explained, but the prices offered 
to the farmers were far below the actual cost. 
of production. ‘‘ There is a great lack of 
hard cash at the moment,” he said, “all 
over this county, and soon the country people 
may be reduced to barter in order to secure 
the necessities of life. Those who were for- 
tunate enough to have reserves are living on 
their capital, which is decreasing day by day, 
and those who had no money put by are in a 
very bad way. Large farmers, who employ 
a number of men, are in a serious position.”

‘of Lourdes, under the Rev. G. Gough, C.C., 
Westland Row. 
There’ was also with the party the nursing 
staff and voluntary helpers, and Mr. B.

At Dun Laoghaire yesterday, Dr. J. P. 
Brennan; Coroner for South County Dublin, 
held an inquest on Margaret Skelly, a nurse 
child, aged 12 months. 

Mrs. Mary Ryan, Dominick street, Dun 
Laoghaire, said that she got the child nine 
months ago at the Morning Star, North 
Brunswick street, Dublin. The child was 
always in delicate health, and had been at- 
tended by Dr. Corbett. She was paid for 
keeping the child, and had reported to Miss 
Griffith, inspector under the Infant Iife 
Act. that she had her. Witness had another 
nurse child, and two children belonging to 
her sister. i 

In anawer to the Coroner, the witness said 
that there was a smell from a shore in front 
of her door, and she had cleaned and put 
disinfectant into it. It often got choked 
with dirt. 

Dr. Corbett expressed the opinion that the 
child died from gastro enteritis. He thought 
that a blocked sewer trap outside the door 
of a dwelling and containing refuse or dirt 
would be of grave danger to a child. He 
was of opinion that the added danger of fly 
infection, such as the blocked sewer trap, 
would be a cause of gastro enteritis. i 

'The Coroner said that he had no option 
but to make further inguiries Írom some p 
sons responsible for the sanitation of the dhs- 
trict, and he adjourned the inguest until to- 
day. 

Dr. Brennan recorded a verdict of death 
from hemorrhage and cardiac ayncope at the 
inquest on Mrs. Anne Hennessy (54), Patrick 
street, Dun Laoghaire, who died on the pre- 
vious day. 

Michael Hennessy, a son of the dead 
woman, said that she had been in failing 
health for three years.

PRECARIOUS FINANCES.

now been credited with the amounts taken 
out for unemployment relief expenditure 
(£360,000) . 
“ As you are aware, the income from motor 
taxation in 1927 was £373,000 odd. During 
that year no ¢heck was put on the activities 


vear we understand the estimated income is 
£565,000, thus leaving the Government, after 
deducting £50,000 to be debited to the fund 
annually for the next seven years in return 
for the recoupment of the amount taken out 
of the fund for unemployment relief work, 
with an income of £515,000. 

“When we advanced this argument to the 
Government some time ago we were informed 
that for the year 1927 they added to the in- 
come credit balances that had accumulated 
during a number of previous years. If, how- 
ever, we take the income for the year 
1930 (£459,000), when, presumably, these 
credit balances had been wiped out, in that 
year Countv Councils were allowed to carry 
out their full programme of work. It is, there- 
fore: surprising and disturbing to find that, 
with next year’s estimated income of £515,000, 
as against £259,000 for 1930, the Government 
cannot see their way té allow us to embark 
on at least as much work as in 1930. 

“We know there isa pressing need for more 
money being spent on third class roads, due 
to increasing ‘bus traffic, but. owing to the 
policy of the Government, if the Rural Coun- 
cils wish to keep up these roads to meet the 
exigencies of the increased traffic, they will 
have to take the money out of the pockets of 
the ratepayers, although this fund was pri- 
marily established to meet exceptional ex- 


UNEXPECTED RAID. 


“ While we are all in favour af living within 
our income, we feel that the measure of prud- 
ence which the Government is forcing upon 
us is more apparent than real. While there 
is road work crying to be done, we can see no 
object in piling unnecessary balances which 
when disclosed are a temptation to either un- 
expected raids or reckless expenditure, and 
of the latter this Council has never been 
guilty.”

Britain’s Recovery. 

The British figures for unemployment 
have shown a welcome and unbroken 
fall since the beginning of this year. 
In the month of January they stood 
on the verge of three millions; at 
the end of last month they were 
less than two and a half mijlions— 


the seven months by 448,691. Almost 
every industry has witnessed a return of 
men to work, drawn by the first tangible 
symptoms of trade improvement that have 
manifested themselves for many long 
years. The average monthly production 
of iron and steel amounts now to 530,500 
tons, as compared with last year’s average 
of 438,000 tons. Cotton manufacturers 
claim to have enjoyed their bést season for 
years, and a similar report comes from 
the boot and shoe, lace, wool and 
hosiery trades. Exports of coal from the 
north-east coast are increasing steadily. 
The motor-car and motor-cycle industries 
have broken all “ records ” for production 
within the last few months. New firms are 
being established ; old firms are extending 
their factories, and unemployment in the 
Birmingham area is lower than it has been 
for three years. It is reckoned that the 
decline in unemployment since the begin- 
ning of the year is equivalent to a saving 
of nearly £26,000,000 in benefit; and, if 
the fall continues, one of Britain’s biggest 
financial burdens will be lightened—as her 
citizens hope, to the benefit of the tax- 
payer. 

Many causes have contributed to this 
change in Britain’s fortunes. The textile 
industries, of course, have drawn profit 
from the exceptionally fine summer, which 
has created an unexpected demand for 
light fabrics. The iron and steel industries 
have been stimulated by contracts from 
foreign railway companies, and, perhaps, 
by the Jewish boycott of German steel 
firms. In the opinion of manufac- 
turers, however, the real cause of 
the change must be found in Britain’s 
policy of -import duties. “Not only 
have the duties preserved for British 
products a huge home market which had 
been stolen from them by the dumped 
goods of foreign nations, but they have

Already the British Government has 
made reciprocal agreements for an in- 
crease of trade with several countries. 
She has allowed them preferences on her 
market, while they have consented to 
return a quid pro quo to British exporters. 
The latest country to realise the value 
of a trade association is Finland, - ho is 
so conscious of her obligation—which in- 
volves her profit--that she is holding a 
“ British week ”’ the present moment. 
This “ British week” is designed to 
advertise the virtues of British manu- 
factures to the people of Finland, and to 
encourage trade between the two nations. 
Finland’s population and trade are much 
the same as those of the Irish Free State, 
who has chosen to reject the ‘enormous 
benefits of the British market. It is a 
curious thing that, while every other 
nation, large and small, is trying with 
might and main to capture a grip in the 
British market, the Irish Free State is 
willing not only to abandon her once 
secure hold on that market, but to 
annihilate her chance ever to recover it.

They are a small, 
but compact, minority in Iraq, governed 
by the Mar Shinum, their Patriarch, who 
in turn seems to be governed by his aunt, 
Lady Surma Mar Shinum, a woman of un- 
common strength of character. These 
Assyrians are domiciled in the hills 
around Mosul, and some time ago they 
demanded autonomy from the League of 
Nations ; but their demand was rejected. 
Then, like many other minorities, they 
began to annoy the Government. At first 
they adopted an attitude of passive resist- 
ance; but gradually they became bolder, 
and a few weeks ago a band of some 1,500 
Assyrians crossed the Tigris and made a 
raid on a body of Iraqi troops. Some 
soldiers were killed, and the marauding 
Assyrians escaped into the hills; but the 
Military Governor of Northern Iraq, who 
is a rabid enemy of the Christians, decided 
to put an end, once and for all, to such 
incidents. He gathered together a force of 
irregular troops—mainly Kurds—whom ae 
turned loose among the hapless Assyrians. 
Whole villages} were put to the sword; 
hundreds of unarmed men and women 
were murdéred, and when the expedi- 
tionary troops returned to Baghdad they 
were welcomed as conquerors. Iraq is a 
full member of the League of Nations, and 
must give an account of her stewardship at 
Geneva. The British Government, how- 
ever, has some responsibility towards the 
Christian minorities. In this affair it must 
use its most urgent influence with King 
Feisal, 


The Woes of Cuba. 


Within a fortnight the luckless Island 
of Cuba has suffered two revolutions and 
the ravages of a terrific storm. The storm, 
which happened last Friday, has devastated 
the busiest parts of the island. At some 
places the sea was forced inland for eight 
miles, and whole cities were flooded. Ship- 
ping wharves and sugar ‘warehouses have 
been destroyed; houses, trees and cane- 
fields have been flattened; public services 
have ceased, and the lack of fresh water 
threatens an epidemic. One hundred 


homeless and in urgent need of food and 
shelter. Yesterday morning’s news said 
that President de Cespedes, successor to 
the fallen and exiled Machado, had 
inspected the stricken areas and had 
directed measures of relief. To-day we 
learn that Signor de Cespedes is no longer 
President; he enjoyed, or endured, some 
ten days of office.

Street-fighting 
was renewed in Havana on Monday night, 
and within a few hours the new revolution 
had emerged from it, fully-blown.

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THE LAND BILL. 


JUSTICE AND “STUNTS.” 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH. TIMES. 

Sirn,—The public Press of the 30th August 
reported the debate in the Senate on the 
final stages of the Land Bill, which, with 
the amendments inserted by the Senate, now 
goes back to the Dual. One of the most im- 
portaut alterations made in the bill is that 
which provides that any farmer who has paid 
any portion of his annuities during the last ile 
years shall be relieved immediately of an 
equivalent amount, which will, however, be 
funded over a period of fifty years. The 
Government have provided already that all 
arrears durin; the past three years shall be 
funded; but that is no help to the farmer 
who has paid all his annuities, and goes only 
art of the way in the case of the man who, 
in spite of the difficult times, has managed 
to pay some of them 

The Senate have done their part to rectify 
this injustice, ana it remains to be seen 
whether the Dail will agree or not to a 
reasonable proposal. A simple example will 
make the situation clear to everybody. A 
farmer has an annuity of £10, and during the 
last three years ue has paid, say, four instal- 
mepts of it, amounting to £20. Unless the 
Diu refuse to agree with the Senate, that 
farmer will pay nothing for the next two 
years, but after that he will be given fifty 
years in which to back the £20, and 
meanwhile he will he given much needed 
relief. Farmers who nave paid less or more 
will be treated in the same vay in proportion 
to the amount they have paid, ced ihe tax- 
payer will lose nothing whatsoever. 

The Minister im charge of the bill, reply- 
ing to the debate, said that the amendment 
would cost nearly £8,000,000, that these 
farmers did not need the money, and that, 
owing to the operation of various Government 
schemes, many wee better off; and, lastly, 
that the proposal was a ‘‘stunt.’’ Those 
who read the report in the public Press will 
be satisfied that Senator Jameson, in a very 
few words, entirely exposed the fallacy con- 
tained in the Minister’s statement as regards 
the cost which the proposal involved. — For 
the information of those who have not had 
an opportunity of reading ‘the debate, the

MR. DE VALERA’S 
NEW PROBLEM.

THE possibility of a “split” within Mr.

He was also eager to reduce the strength 
of the Labour Party, which, although t 
owes many of its seats to Fianna Fail 
preferences at the last election, has been 
a very uncertain ally for the Government 
during the past session, and may become 
a definite menace. 

Since thea the sudden wnity of the 
Opposition parties has made the need for 
an early election even more urgent in 
order that the new party might be forced 
into the field before its organisation ha 1 
been put on a sound footing. Now all the 
Government’s plans for an election have 
been dislocated. The fact is that Mr. de 
Valera is faced with the problem of trying 
to heal the most serious breach that has 
 accurred -in the Fianna Fail Party since 
it was founded. Threats of resignation 
are in the air, and, although the number 
of malcontents is small, their defection 
would be serious.

MILLERS’ PRICE FOR

RISE IN PRICE OF FLOUR 
LIKELY.

REPLENISHING CREDIT. 


An appeal to the nation’s bankers to 
replenish the flow of credit, so that 
industry can thrive and expand under the 
National Recovery Act, is the keynote of 
a message from President Roosevelt read 
out at the American Bankers’ Association 
Convention at Chicago. 
“The banks must play an important 
part in making increased loans to industry 
and commerce,’’ the President said. “I 
am relying on them for a prompt realisa- 
tion of their part in the economic revival.’’ 
This message was a timely one. The 
bankers had been showing themselves in 
a belligerent mood. The President of the 
Association, Mr. Francis Sission, has 
declared that the repeated assertions of 
the National Recovery Administration 
officials, to the effect that the banks are 
to blame for not being more willing to 
extend credit for promoting the National 
Recovery Administration’s plans, are abso- 
lutely unjustified. Any attempt, he added, 
to establish suc an ais; for failure can 
only result in ultimate exposure and dis- 


credit. 
MORE TROUBLE. 


A new labour trouble has developed. 
A general strike of ten thousand workers 
in the men’s neckwear industry has started, 
following the expiration of the existing 
labour agreements.

E remarkable diplomatic action by 
the German Nazi Government that 
prevented Mr. Edgar Mowrer, the retiring 
president of the Foreign Press Association 
of Berlin, from attending yesterday 's meet- 
ing of that body was explained by Mr. 
Mowrer himself in a farewell letter. 
Shortly after he had resigned from the 
presidency, he said, the German Govern- 
ment made representations to the Ameri- 
can authorities in Berlin and Washington 
demanding his departure from Germany, 
on the ground that they could not guaran- 
tee his “ bodily safety ” if he stayed. 
‘There 1s, perhaps,” wrote Mr. 
Mowrer, ‘‘ nothing sensational in the con 
fession that the official German Govern- 
ment has not unhmited power over the 
different party factions. . 
“ None the less, it is unique in diplo- 
matic history that a regular Government, 
set firmly in the saddle, should confess 
to foreign diplomats its own incapacity.” 
Mr. Mowrer, whose transfer to Japan 
had been decided on by his newspaper two 
months ago, therefore hastened his de- 
parture on the advice of the American 
Government, since if anything did happen 
to him the German Government would 
have been able to disclaim all responsi- 
| bility. 
THE WHOLE TRUTH. 


His letter went on to give a list of 
thirteen foreign correspondents whom, he 
said, the Nazis had compelled by various 
methods to leave Germany—one, a well- 
known American journalist, under threat 
of capital punishment. 

In urging the Association to maintain 
its independence Mr. Mowrer remarked 
that the German Government persecutes 
foreign correspondents not because their 
reports are untrue, but because the truth 
they report might injure the real or sup- 
posed interests of Germany abroad. 

The German Government will not 
realise that, despite their love for Ger- 
many, journalists, as long as they are true 
to their profession, may not distort or 
suppress important events out of considera- 
tion for the German Government. 
‘‘A thousand times better dissolve an 
association than let the suspicion arise 
that it has been Hitlerised.”’ 
Mr. Norman Ebbutt, of The Times, 
was elected president of the Association 
in succession to Mr. Mowrer. 


PRICE OF RESIGNATION. 


Mr. Mowrer, who has for a number of 
years been the Berlin Correspondent of the 
Chicago Daily News, wrote a book on 
Germany, which apparently gave offence 
to the Nazi leaders. His resignation as 
president of the Foreign Press Association 
was demanded by the Nazis, and, although 
confirmed in his office by the members of 
the association, he finally resigned on con- 
dition that another journalist then in 
prison was released by the German 
authorities.

inner unity, but an artificial and worthless 
standardisation, exacting compliance not 
from conviction, but from terror or from 
calculated self-interest. When Mr. 
Walkden opened the Trades Union Con- 
gress at Brighton two days ago with a 
defence of democratic principles he spoke 
for the vast majority of the British people, 
quite irrespective of party, and the danger 
to international understanding caused by 
the Nazi movement is that it represents 
methods and principles of government pro- 
foundly repugnant at least to this country, 
to France, and to the United States, none 
of whose official representatives went with 
the rest of the Dipiomatic Corps from 
Berlin to Nuremberg. And in regard to 
other countries, some of whom have 
adopted with less brutality, but with 
hardly less thoroughness, one form or 
another of dictatorial rule, the danger to 
good relations arises from aims long 
cherished and openly avowed, which can 
only be achieved by an alteration of the 
frontiers established after the last war. 

Germany is a dissatisfied nation, and 
her new rulers are organising her dis- 
content. They put forward immoderate 
claims, which cannot be satisfied without 
detriment to other States. There was, 
indeed, one very reassuring sentence in the 
speech which Herr Hitler delivered on the 
last day of the meeting. He said that 
Germany had no need of rehabilitation on

are now prepared for rationing the water 
supply at very short notice. Once the 
figures of demand and available resources 
attain a certain ratio, the citizens of 
Dublin, district by district, will find their 
water supply cut off for some hours every 
day. 

The Rathmines area will be the first to 
suffer in this respect: it is here, Mr. 
Moynihan has said, that his appeal for 
economy in the use of the limited supplies 
have been least successful. Bohernabreena 
Reservoir, which normally supplies the 
Fsshmines district, has actually had to 
be augmented by water from the Vaxtry 
system. 

The serious responsibilities which are 
incurred in depriving citizens of water for 
certain periods of the day are fully recog- 
nised by the civic authorities, but if the 
circumstances compel them to take this 
step they are prepared to take it.

‘The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health has had before him your letter 
of the 29th instant, forwarding a copy of a 
resolution passed by the Tipperary (8.R.) 
Board of Health and Public Assistance, at 
their meeting on that date, in connection with 
the appointment of a Medical Officer for the 
Cappawhite Dispensary . District, and the 
Minister desires to refer to the second para- 
graph of his letter of the 18th instant, in 
which he clearly pointed out that the Local 
Authorities (Offices and Employés) Act, 
1926, is mandatory in its effect; that once a 


recommendation is made by the Commis- 


sioners it is compulsory on the Board to make 
the appointment, and that the Minister is 
responsible to see that the provisions of the 
Act are fulfilled, and has no option but to 
insist on the Board making an appointment, 

“In the circumstances, the Minister does

MISS DOBBS'S PAPER AT 
CELTIC CONGRESS.

Miss Margaret Dobbs, of Cushendall, in 
her address to the Inter-Celtic Congress at 
Dinard on Monday on the subject of ‘* Lost 
Sagas of Our Gaelic Literature,” said that 
in the history of this world’s literature it is 
melancholy to think of how much has been 
lost that was of value. 

Languages have died and their literature 
with them. Ignorance, arrogance, supersti- 
tion have only too often destroyed knowledge 
and beauty. What would we not give now 
to have the ms of. Sappho, “the: early 
chants on which the Iliad was built, the lost 
books of Alexandria | Re: 

The literature of Celtic Europe has dis- 
appeared. It must have been mostly an oral 
literature, but the Irish sagas make it certain 
that the Celts of Gaul and Brittany had 
their lliads, their Tana, their traditions, both 
historic and romantic. 

All was swept away in the waves of 
Latinisation. Only in Ireland was there any 
chance for the Celtic @radition. Neither 
Latin nor English were able to swamp the 
language and literature until the beginning 
of the nineteenth century. : 

But many losses were sustained long before 
that date. The Viking raids of the tenth 
century destroyed ks á It was not till 
after Clontarf that the scholars and poets 
were able to gather up the fragments that 
remained. Again in 1187 the Norman 
invasion scattered and held up weg pro- 
gress. A list still survives of the famous 
romances which every great poet was bound 
to know. We are told that there were a 
of these, Only 187 names survive; the res 
are lost. Of these 167 about, eighty. have 
survived in the manuscript. 

This list was a compilation of the tenth 
century. Much of existing Irish literature is 
of a later date. An instance of what is lost 
is the saga of Fiamain. Three lost sagas 
bear his name. He was contemporary of 
Cuchullain, a Connaught prince, killed in 
battle with the Ulstermen. His story may 
have been as tragic or as romantic as any, 
but nuthing has survived. 

Again, the legend of Cailleach Berre must 
have been a striking tale, It inspired two 
of the finest poems in the eleventh century. 
“The love of Cailleach Berre for Fothad 
Canann ”' would have, doubtless, explained the 
interest, but it is lost to us, “We and Éire 
bear that loss for ever.” 

The lecturer gave an account of the Viking 
raids which came to light in a poem recently 
transcribed. It was not one of the classic 
sagas, she said, but was of historic,, as well 
as romantic, interest. 

The address was delivered in French.

LAHUSEN BLAMES BANKS

From Revreris CorrnesPONDENT, 
BREMEN, Tuesday. — 


Blame was thrown on. the banks by Karl! 
Lahusen, «*2 of the two brothers who are 
on trial on various charges arising out of 
the failure in 1971 of the caw “ Nordwolle '' 
concern when the hearing was resumed 
to-day.

It is alleged that copies of the letters con- 
cerning this transfer could not be found 
amongst the correspondence of the ‘* Nord- 
wolle,’’ but that copies of other letters which 
had never been dispatched from Bremen were 
found. lLahusen said that the latter copies 
wers intended for the taxation control 
officers. “The ‘‘ coloured”’ business reports, 
he stated, were submitted to the financial 
authorities because it was necessary to show 
that the ‘Nordwolle’’ was a prosperous 
uncgriiaking. He also said that the real 
position of the “ Nordwolle”’ was known to 
the Bremen representative of the Darmstadter 
Bank, and what he and his co-cirectors had 
done was done in self-defence. If he had had 
his own way he would have closed the 
“ Nordwolle’’ in 1927. He -lamed the 
banks for the breakdown of the concern. 
They withdrew, he said, their credit at a 
timé when the ‘“Nordwolle” found itself in

STEP TO SOLVE SLUM 


, PROBLEM. 


At the meeting held by Mr. P. J. Meghen, 
Commissioner administering the affairs of the 
Bray Urban Council, yesterday, it was esti- 
mated that the erection of 250 houses at Old- 
court, which had been approved by the 
Ministry, would cost £70,000, exclusive of 
roads, sewers, etc., which would amount to 
£16,450. Instructions were given for a de- 
tailed survey and lay-out of the site, and 


“the Commissioner remarked that this scheme 


would be a big step towards the solution of 
the slum problem in Bray. Their object was 
to re-house people in the worst areas, and a 
number of decayed and condemned buildings 
would be romoved as soon as it was possible 
to transfer the occupants. 

The price per acre—£200—was high, but 
nearly all the available land in the district 
had already been built upon, and the value 
of the remainder had appreciated in conse- 
quence. 

It ‘was decided to carry out the preliminary 
work by direct labour.
